MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  was  held  at  3  P.  M.,  July  2,  1923. 

There  were  present:  Mr.  John  W.  Barr,  Jr.,  President,  Mr.  Helm  Bruce, 
Mr.  R.  P.  Halleck,  Capt.  Alfred  Pirtle  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Rodes,  members  of  the 
local  Board  and  the  following  members  ex-officio:  Mr.  John  F.  Bledsoe, 
Superintendent  Maryland  School  for  the  Blind,  Overlea,  Maryland;  Mr.  E.  E. 
Bramlette,  Superintendent  Texas  School  for  the  Blind,  Austin,  Texas;  Mr.  O. 
H.  Burritt,  Principal  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind, 
Overbrook,  Pennsylvania;  Mr.  A.  J.  Caldwell,  Superintendent  Louisiana  School 
for  the  Blind,  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana;  Miss  Helen  J.  Coffin,  Acting  Supervisor, 
Department  for  the  Blind,  Cleveland  Public  Schools,  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Chandler,  Superintendent  Kansas  School  for  the  Blind,  Kansas  City, 
Kansas;  Mr.  Gordon  Hicks,  Superintendent  Connecticut  School  for  the  Blind, 
Hartford,  Connecticut;  Mr.  J.  T.  Hooper,  Superintendent  Wisconsin  School  for 
the  Blind,  Janesville,  Wisconsin;  Mr.  B.  S.  Joice,  Superintendent  Western 
Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania;  Mr.  J.  F.

H.  M.  McManaway,  Superintendent  Virginia  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind, 
Staunton,  Virginia;  Mr.  C.  B.  Martin,  Superintendent  Kentucky  School  for  the 
Blind,  Louisville,  Kentucky;  Mr.  G.  F.  Oliphant,  Principal  Georgia  Academy 
for  the  Blind,  Macon,  Georgia;  Mr.  F.  E.  Palmer,  Superintendent  Iowa  College 
for  the  Blind,  Vinton,  Iowa;  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve,  Principal  New  York 
Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  New  York  City,  New  York;  Mr.  I. 
S.  Wampler,  Superintendent  Tennessee  School  for  the  Blind,  Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee; and  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson,  Superintendent  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  Miss  Rosanna  McCann,  Acting  Secretary. 

Meeting  opened  by  Mr.  John  W.  Barr,  President.  Feeling  remarks  made 
of  the  loss  of  our  Secretary  and  Superintendent,  Miss  Susan  B.  Merwin,  who 
died  May  6,  and  of  her  accomplishments  during  the  past  year,  in  regard  to 
new  building,  etc. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  held  July  6,  1922  were  read  by- 
Miss  Rosanna  McCann,  Acting  Secretary,  and  approved  as  read. 

The  report  of  the  Acting  Secretary  was  read  and  ordered  filed. 

A  brief  financial  statement  by  Meldrum  and  Meldrum,  Public  Accountants, 
and  Auditors,  was  read  by  the  President,  and  a  complete  financial  statement 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the   Blind. 

As  the  Chairman  of  the  Publication  Committee  was  not  present,  Mr.  George 
S-  Wilson  reported  verbally  for  that  Committee  stating  that  the  schools  were 
being  supplied  with  their  needs  for  new  publications  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

A  report  was  made  by  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve,  Chairman  of  the  Music 
Committee,  consisting  of  three  Superintendents,  namely:  Edward  M.  Van 
Cleve,  Edward  E.  Allen  and  R.  W.  Woolston,  that  the  Committee  has  made  care- 
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ful  selection  of  musical  works  to  be  embossed  in  revised  Braille,  and  a  list 
submitted  to  the  American  Printing  House  consisting  in  the  main  of  music  in 
the  first  and  second  grades,  also  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades,  and  which  list 
met  with  the  approval  of  experts. 

Mr.  Helm  Bruce,  Chairman  of  a  Special  Committee,  appointed  by  the 
President  and  consisting  of  the  following:  Mrs.  Helm  Bruce,  Mr.  Edward  M. 
Van  Cleve,  and  Mr.  R.  B.  Irwin,  to  confer  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury, 
on  the  subject  of  supplying  apparatus  on  the  allowance,  reported  as  follows: 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House   for  the   Blind: 

At  your  meeting  held  at  the  Printing  House  on  July  (i,  1922,  it  was  order- 
ed that  a  committee  on  Tangible  Apparatus  be  created,  and  the  undersigned 
were  appointed  such  Committee  by  President  Barr. 

Pursuant  to  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  a  meeting  of  this  Committee  was 
held  at  Washing*on,  December  8,  1922.  An  appointment  for  a  conference  with 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  had  been  arranged,  and  the  Committee  presented 
to  the  Comptroller  the  question  which  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
funds  appropriated  by  Act  of  Congress  for  manufacturing  and  furnishing  books 
and  tangible  apparatus  for  the  blind  might  be  expended  by  the  Printing  House 
in  purrhasing  such  apparatus  made  elsewhere  and  then  furnishing  the  same  to  the 
several  schools   applying  for  it. 

To  this  question  the  Comptroller  gave  answer  that  a  former  Comptroller 
had  ruled  that  these  funds  could  be  used  only  for  producing  books  and  manu- 
facturing tangible  apparatus  at  the  Printing  House,  and  could  not  be  used  for 
purchasing  apparatus  made  elsewhere,  and  that,  according  to  a  long-established 
custom  of  the  Department,  such  ruling  of  a  former  Comptroller  could  not  and 
would  not  be  overruled  by  the  present  Comptroller.  Explanation  was  made 
that  if  other  course  were  pursued  the  Department  would  be  overwhelmed  with 
requests  for  the  revision  of  actions  by  former  Comptrollers  and  that  the  estab- 
lished  rule  could  not  be  departed   from. 

The  Committee  having  received  this  authoritative  information  is  driven  to 
the  conclusion  that  only  by  an  Act  of  Congress  can  the  suggested  procedure 
of  buying  tangible  apparatus  and  furnishing  it  on  the  quota  be  made  possible. 
And  any  tampering  with  the  present  law,  or  any  effort  to  secure  the  enact- 
ment of  additional  legislation,  is  deemed  by  the  Committee  very  unwise,  as  we 
would  thereby  run  a  risk  of  having  amendments  introduced  which  might  de- 
prive us  of  something  we  now  have. 

The  Committee  considered  what  might  be  done  by  the  Printing  House  to 
comply  with  the  suggestion  that  a  larger  number  of  articles  classed  as  tangible 
apparatus  be  supplied.  It  was  pointed  out  that  carved  maps,  writing  appli- 
ances and  kindergarten  material  are  already  being  furnished  by  the  Printing 
House.  And  our  late  Superintendent,  the  lamented  Miss  Merwin,  who  has  since 
died,  was  present  with  us  at  our  meeting  in  Washington  and  pointed  out  to  the 
Committee  the  fact  that  many  of  the  schools  have  overdrawn  their  allowance 
in  their  orders  for  books,  and  the  prospect  is  that  for  a  few  years  at  least 
this   condition  will  continue- 
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In  view  of  this  fact,  and  this  prospect,  the  Committee  is  of  opinion  that 
for  the  present  at  least  we  should  continue  along  the  present  lines  and  attempt 
no  new  ventures.

Election  of  Secretary  and  Superintendent  to  succeed  Miss  Merwin  was  dis- 
cussed fully.  Mr.  Bruce  suggested  that  since  the  position  is  the  most  impor- 
tant one  at  the  Printing  House,  and  requires  such  unusual  qualifications  that 
the  matter  should  be  looked  into,  and  persons  considered  who  might  fill  the  place. 

It  was  further  suggested  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  find  one  or  some 
persons  who  might  qualify  for  the  position  and  report  back  to  this  body. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  question  of  salary  be  settled  before  the  election 
of  the  Secretary  and  Superintendent-  Motion  to  this  effect  made  by  Mr.  Van 
Cleve,  and  seconded.  There  followed  a  discussion  as  to  amount  of  salary  to 
be  paid  to  the  new  officer.  Mr.  Wilson  stated  that  $5,000.00  should  be  the  amount 
paid.  President  Barr  suggested  that  $3,500.00  was  enough  to  begin  paying  as 
in  this  city  living  expenses  were  not  so  high  as  in  larger  cities  in  the  east.  Mr. 
Chandler  moved  "that  we  fix  $5,000.00  as  the  maximum  salary."  After  a  lengthy 
discussion  on  this  subject,  a  vote  was  taken  which  resulted  in  a  majority  of 
lti-4  in  favor  of  the  $5,000- 00  salary. 

The  name  of  Mr.  E.  E.  Bramlette  was  suggested  to  the  Board  as  a  man 
having  the  qualifications  needed  to  hold  the  position  as  Secretary  and  Superin- 
tendent. Mr.  Bramlette  is  50  years  or  thereabout,  has  been  connected  with  the 
Texas  School  for  the  Blind,  as  Superintendent,  for  twelve  years,  and  is  one  of 
the  prominent  men  in  his  profession,  and  was  instrumental  in  getting  the 
$1,000,000.00  for  a  new  school  building  at  Austin,  Texas.  Mr.  Bramlette  is  a 
native   of   Kentuckv. 
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The  members  of  the  Local  Board  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  make  a 
hasty  selection.  j: 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  subject,  the  following-  motion  was  made  by 
Mr.   Wampler: 

That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Local  Board  of 
Trustees,  with  Mr.  John  W.  Barr,  Jr.,  as  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Helm  Bruce,  and 
three  Superintendents,  namely,  Mr.  O.  H.  Burritt,  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve, 
and  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson,  consider  the  selection  of  Secretary  and  Superinten- 
dent of  this  Institution. 

The  motion  was  second  by  Mr.  Chandler. 

Another  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Hooper,  that  if  this  Committee  agrees 
with  the  sentiments  of  those  present  in  selecting  Mr.  Bramlette  as  Secretary 
that  they  call  a  meeting  as  soon  as  possible  for  his  election,  but  if  they  do  not 
select  Mr.  Bramlette,  they  will  make  a  report  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 
Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Chandler,  and  carried. 

After    an   inspection    of   the   new   building,    the   meeting    adjourned.

ANNUAL  REPORT   OF   SECRETARY  AND  SUPER- 
INTENDENT FOR  YEAR  ENDING 
JUNE  30,  1923. 

The   greatest  tragedy  that  could  have  happened  to   the  American   Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  was  the  loss  of  our  dearly  beloved  Secretary  and  Superin- 
tendent, Miss.  Susan  B.  Merwin,  who  passed  away  Sunday,  May  6th,  1923  at  7:30 
o'clock    A.    M. 

The  short  period  of  her  illness,  only  a  week,  which  preceded  her  death,  did  in 
no  manner  prepare  us  for  such  an  eventuality.  We  were  shocked  beyond  expres- 
sion and  will  no  doubt  feel  its  effect  for  some  time. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1923,  we  continued  our  efforts  towards 
speed  in  production  and  better  service  in  handling  orders,  also  established  a  de- 
partment for  the  production  of  embossed  music.  A  list  of  music  to  be  embossed 
was  received  in  May  from  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve,  Chairman  of  the  Music 
Committee.  On  Mr.  Van  Cleve's  advice  that  we  have  at  least  two  or  three  pieces 
of  music  embossed  before  the  first  of  July  so  that  the  matter  could  be  discussed 
at  the  annual  Meeting,  we  selected  and  have  Brailled  the  following: — 
First  Year  Bach — including 

1.  Intrada. 

2.  Gavotte. 

3.  Minuet. 

4.  Miniature  Prelude. 
Also: — 

From:   First  Duet  Book. 

1.  London  Bridge   is   Falling   Down. 

2.  Now  The  Sun  is  Sinking. 
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The  above  named  pieces  make  six  pages  of  embossed  music. 

A  number  of  New  York  Point  music  plates  were  reset  during  the  year  to 
complete  our  list  of  titles  of  New  York  Point  music  as  it  appears  in  our  catalog. 
The  originals  of  these  plates  are  held  by  the  New  York  Institute  for  the 
Education  of  the  Blind,  New  York  City,  where  they  were  ordered  returned,  as 
they  were  made  and  paid  for  at  the  Institute. 

We  have  seen  our  new  building  finished,  except  the  painting,  and  have  had 
constant  supervision  over  same  during  its  erection. 

The  machinery  and  working  units  have  not  yet  been  moved  into  the  new 
building,  the  time  being  too  short,  but  we  expect  soon  to  do  so,  as  we  are  now 
working  under  a  very  much  cramped  condition. 

We  have  shipped  to  the  various  schools  on  quotas  $52,944.11.  Six  dissected 
wooden  maps  were  shipped.  We  also  have  ready  advanced  shipments  on  quota  to 
the  amout  of  $5,371.08,  which  we  will  ship  after  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal 
year. 

A  slight  reduction  in  the  prices  of  Revised  Braille  books  was  made  this  year 
amounting  to  from  9%  to  20%. 

We  are  having  one  of  our  old  New  York  Point  machines  rebuilt  which  when 
finished  will  give  us  a  positive  two  side  plate  maker.

The  American  Library  Association  continues  to  carry  on  the  splendid  work 
inaugurated  by  the  Library  War  Service  of  that  organization  of  publishing 
each  year  several  new  titles  of  current  fiction  in  Revised  Braille,  Grade  One 
and  a  Half.  From  1919  to  1923,  many  publications  of  general  interest  have  been 
made  available  to  blind  readers  through  the  generosity  and  cooperation  of  the 
American  Library  Association.  A  complete  list  of  these  books  printed  by  us 
is  given  on  pages  55  to  58  and  they  also  appear  in  the  classified  lists. 
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The  enumeration  of  the  pupils  in  the  various  institutions  for  the  education 
of  the  blind  the  United  States  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  gave  5,825  pupils. 
The  quota  for  each  pupil  is  $8.5836909871.
